*Yes, it is a symbol portraying 
our 1957 theme “Upward Under 
Christ.” When this theme of pro- 
gress and humility was decided 
upon, the editor asked the art 
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director, Chloe 8. Stewart to de- 
sign a simple colophon that 
would say “Upward Under 
Christ” in symbol instead of 
words. The words are used on the 
front cover. We are happy that 
the colophon is as impressive as 
it is meaningful. Designer Stewart 
says: 

“While artists have to think 
in terms of direct: specific images, 
editors are likely to think along 
general and abstract lines. When 
collaboration between these two 
types of thinking is called 
for (as was the case in the 
design in question) plenty of 
thought and imagination is de- 
manded of the artist. 


“My job was to depict the 
theme for the year, UPWARD 
UNDER CHRIST, as simply and 
as effectively as possible. After 
some experiment, the idea came 
to me that perhaps symbol 
could depict the idea more graph- 
ically than my usual illustrative 
approach. 


“A vertical stroke 


according 
to the German artist and calli- 
grapher, Rudolf Koch, symbolizes 
power descending upon mankind 
from above, or, in the opposite 
direction, the yearning of man- 
kind towards higher things. By 
placing a chevron on top of this 
vertical stroke,

I knew there 
could be no doubt as to its 
intended direction. So the com- 
bination of the vertical stroke 
and the chevron created an 
arrow pointing upward with all 
its spiritual meaning.

The only task remaining 
was to’figure out just how to 
say the word ‘under.’ I simply 
Placed the symbol of ‘upward’ 
under the monogram of ‘Christ;’

Platform section of a recent North Carolina 
newspaper.

Israel, after knowing and following Jehovah God 
for years, decided that they wished to be like other 
people and have a king over them. This was not 
the directing or desire of God for them.

theless, permit them to have a king. Israel still suffers 
from acts committed in the name of religion and 
which were not ordained of God. This is substan- 
tiated by the Bible, ancient and modern history. Re- 
ligion, apart from God or having only enough tenets 
of Christianity for a cloak, is headed for a downfall; 
but downfall religion is not interesting. Religion which 
does not lift one up and elevate one’s spirit is de- 
pressing and obnoxious. 


I understand that salvation means the state or 
process of being saved, or deliverance from the pollu- 
tion, power, and penalty of sin. Is that for me? 
That is the very thing the soul longs for—deliverance 
from sin and security in Christ: but the general 
tenor of religions to which I am exposed through 
our mass media of communications is conspicuously 
lacking in its instruction on deliverance from sin. 
Consequently, the soul searches for that ultimate 
something, somewhere, that will deliver from sin and 
provide security in Christ. 


CLOISTERED AWAY in the quiet, still, 
privacy of the night with the Word of God for con- 
sultation on the subject of salvation, I read of a 
man in southeastern Europe who knew little of sal- 
vation or how to be saved. He evidently was a re- 
spectable man, faithful to his family and to his job 
of keeping the prison in his home town of Philippi. 
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He performed his duties well, as recorded in Acts 16. 

There were, incidentally, two unusual prisoners com- 
mitted to his care in the jail. He secured their 
feet in stocks in the inner prison, returned to his 
sleeping quarters, and retired. With all of his dis- 
cretion, loyalty to his family, and faithfulness to his 
job, he did not have salvation. He probably had 
heard or read of one Jesus, who had, a few years 
before in Palestine, healed the sick, cast out demons, 
forgiven sins, and imparted salvation to a publican, 
Zaccheus (Luke 19:9); but little did he dream that 
his own salvation was so near. It probably had not 
occurred to him that “all flesh shall see the salva- 
tion of God” (Luke 3:6). Too, he probably did not 
know the Scriptures: “And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord shall 
be saved” (Acts 2:21) and “Who will have all men 
to be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth” (1 Timothy 2:4). Neither did he know, “For 
God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life’ (John 3:16). 

The night passed slowly for the two prisoners whose 
feet were in the inner prison stocks. These unusual 
prisoners were two preachers who had come to town 
preaching Jesus Christ. They were imprisoned for 
preaching a gospel which interfered with the pro- 
cess of local commerce in soothsaying (Acts 16:16). 

At midnight Paul and Silas sang praises to God; 
the other prisoners were aroused by the singing; the 
whole area seemed to begin to vibrate; the earth 
began to shake; the stocks and bonds of the prisoners 
fell off; the doors of the jail opened; the keeper 
of the prison awoke and in the semidarkness drew 
his sword to commit suicide. He presumed that the 
prisoners were gone, and he was responsible for them. 
He was in trouble. He was not saved. Paul quickly 
informed the jailer that all the prisoners were 
still there; whereupon, he called for a light. Humbled 
and hungry, he fell down before Paul and Silas, 





brought them out of jail and asked one question— 
“Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” From suicide 
to salvation, from death to life, from unsaved to 
saved, was and still is only a short distance in time. 


THIS QUESTION ECHOES across nine- 
teen hundred years through jails, institutions, hos- 
pitals, homes, hideouts, offices, factories, and churches. 
It sounds in the ears of the man in the mound 
and the man in the mansion, the man in the shade 
and the man in the sun, the man who is up and 
the man who is down. That same question, “What 
must I do to be saved?” is heard from every direction. 
Is salvation for me? For those who will do as this 
jailer did, become humble, permit their spirits to be- 
come broken and contrite, acknowledge a need to 
be saved and confess guilt of sin before God, the 
answer will be the same as it was for him. “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved,” 


Apart from all the theories of religion that we 
may have heard—good or bad, favorable or unfavor- 
able, could I, if I were unsaved, as a rational human 
being look to the Lord Jesus and acknowledge my 
need of His salvation and that I am lost without it? 
Could I humble myself before God and make my con- 
fession in accordance with Romans 10:9, “That if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved.’ Could 
I repent or become penitent in accordance with Psalm 
51:17 “The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit: a 
broken and a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise.” If I could do these things, then surely, I 
could follow the prescription given to that jailer, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” 

Is salvation for me? “What must I do to be saved?” 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ.” May God enable 
you, if you are unsaved, to accept Him now in accord- 
ance with His Word and be saved. 
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“The wicked are like the 
troubled sea, 
when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up 
mire and dirt.

FEAR

don’t walk under that ladder! You aren’t 

going to open that umbrella in the house? 
Me—walk through a cemetery after dark? Not on 
your life. No, I’m sorry, I just can’t make a speech 
or sing a solo. Why? I’m afraid of what people will 
think or even worse what they will say. And so it 
goes—fear—fear of losing their job, fear of going 
in debt, fear of going to the doctor, fear of old 
age, fear of dying. Yes, people fear what will con- 
front them next week—next year. 

The tremendous amount of literature being pub- 
lished in the twentieth century dealing with fears, 
dreads, terrors, and anxieties, indicates the serious- 
ness of the problem. 

The glow, the radiance, the beauty of life has ac- 
tually become dull through the agonizing, paralyzing, 
destructive effects of fear—real or imaginary. 

Fear ranks close to the top of the list of man’s 
worst enemies. Some physicians estimate that more 
than fifty per cent of their patients are bothered 
with fear and anxiety. They have emphasized that 
fear can retard one’s work, interfere with careers, 
darken personal relationships, lower one’s vitality and 
even cause one’s mind to become unbalanced. 

Fear, when allowed free reign, can develop into 
what is called in psychology phobias. Psychologists 
have attached names to these phobias or exaggerated 
fears. Included in their classification are: hydrophobia 
—fear of water; claustrophobia—fear of closed places; 
ponephobia—fear of yain; hypnophobia—fear of sleep; 
nyctophobia—fear of the dark; microphobia—fear of 
microbes; acrophobia—fear of high places; zoophobia 
—fear of animals; astrophobia—fear of storms; py- 
rophobia—fear of fire; neophobia—fear of new things; 
ergophobia—fear of work; kleptophobia—fear of 
thieves; noctriphobia—fear of night; bibliophobia— 
fear of books; phobophobia—fear of one’s own fears. 

Regardless of what fear is called, it can weaken, 
stultify and lead to defeat. Therefore, we need to 
unmask it—get it into the light and face it with the 
truth of God’s Word. Of course, many of one’s fears 
can be eliminated through the use of sanctified 
common sense, but one needs to ask God for guidance 
in all problems.

WHEN ONE CONSULTS GOD and His 
Word concerning fear, some of the following ideas 
will perhaps stand out in his thinking. First, God 
will be with us. David declared in his Shepherd 
Psalm, “Yea, though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for thou 
art with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
me,” Psalm 23:4. He further exclaimed, “The angel 
of the Lord encampeth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them,” Psalm 34:7. 

Second, not only is God with us, but His power is 
available to assist us. Isaiah declared: “Fear thou 
not; for I am with thee: be not dismayed; for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee; yea, I will help 
thee; yea, I will uphold thee with the right hand 
of my righteousness,” Isaiah 41:10. “Say to them 
that are of a fearful heart, Be strong, fear not: 
behold, your God will come with vengeance, ... he 
will . . . save you,” Isaiah 35:4. David exhorted Solo- 
mon, “Be strong and of good courage, and do it: 
fear not, nor be dismayed: for the Lord God, even 
my God, will be with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee, until thou hast finished all the 
work for the service of the house of the Lord.” 
1 Chronicles 28:20. 

Third, God will provide for His people. In fact, 
one of the most assuring passages in the New Testa- 
ment contains the words spoken by Jesus. Matthew 
6:25-34, “Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought 
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for your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on. 
Is not the life more than meat, and the body than 
raiment? Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow 
not, neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet 
your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they? Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature? And why take 
ye thought for raiment? Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, neither do they 
spin: and yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in 
all his glory was not arrayed like one of these. Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, which 
to day is, and to morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of little faith? 
Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we 
eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed? (For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all these things. But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added unto you. Take there- 
fore no thought for the morrow: for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof.” 


In these verses Christ does not promise to provide 
all the luxuries we want, but He does offer to supply 
the necessities of life. 


OTHER BIBLICAL CONCEPTS which be- 
come antidotes for fear can be seen in the fourteenth 
chapter of John’s Gospel. In the words of Jesus we 
have a prepared place in the Father’s house of 
many mansions; a revelation of Christ as one with 
the Father; the promise of the Holy Spirit to be the 
motivating power of our lives; and peace which the 
world cannot give or take away. One cannot read 
these verses many times prayerfully without finding 
a solution to his fears. 


Paul in his eighth chapter of Romans lists several 
amazing promises concerning God’s provision for His 
followers. Among them are: no condemnation; de- 
liverance from the lusts of the flesh; guidance, as- 
surance, hope and help in prayer through the Holy 
Spirit; victory over suffering; assurance that all things 
work together for good to those who love God. 

John declares in his epistle—“There is no fear in 
love; but perfect love casteth out fear: because fear 
hath torment. He that feareth is not made perfect 
in love,” 1 John 4:18. 


Actually, in the final analysis, God’s answer to fear 
is faith—faith in yourself, faith in friends, but most 
of all, faith in God. It is when our hearts are filled 
with love for God and man that we have no room 
for fear, worry or anxiety. If permitted, God will fill 
our lives and satisfy us with His provisions in such 
a way that the things which cause fear and anxiety 
cease to matter. It is then we can face life con- 
fidently, courageously, victoriously, with the assurance 
that faith, not fear, will triumph.

about not belonging to any denomination. Now 

the truth about these people is this; they are 
in a denomination, but it is a “one man affair.” 
They have a denomination all of their own. This 
little denomination may not consist of but one church, 
but that one church is just as much a denomination 
as if 10,000 churches were organized and operating 
under the same system. The word “denomination” 
means to identify one particular system by one certain 
name, and this is exactly what these little splinter 
groups do. Therefore, they are really in a denomina- 
tion, whether or not they have scholarly balance 
enough to know it. 


Now of this most terrible heresy the Apostle Jude 
says, “These be they who separate themselves, sensual, 
having not the Spirit.” Notice what they do; they 
separate themselves. From what? From the general 
body or organization of the church. “Come-outers” 
they are. And they say they come out in order to 
be free; but when you analyze their freedom you 
find that they mean just this—‘“free to do as I please.” 

Solomon in Proverbs 18:1 explains it; it reads in 
the margin: “He that separated himself (i.e., leaves 
the general organization) seeketh according to his 
desire (that is, he wants his own way) and inter- 
meddleth with every business.” This “come-outer” 
wants to boss the whole organization, and since he 
cannot do it, he starts yelling, “Give me freedom, 
give me freedom!” Then he gathers about himself 
a number of disciples who possess the same spirit, 
runs out, builds him a little “one-church denomina- 
tion,” and sets himself up at the head of it like 
a king on a throne. Paul earmarks this “bunch” in Acts 
20:30, “Also of your own selves shall men arise, speak- 
ing perverse things, to draw away disciples after 
them.” The first thing these carnal leaders should 
do is go down to God’s altar, pray through to real 
holiness, then get up and go to school for ten years. 

Pray tell me really, what is the real design of this 
“come-outism’”? The Bible says, “Through coveteous- 
ness they make merchandise of you”; ie., they want 
everything for themselves. In these little “one church,” 
“one man” denominations the preacher can collect 
all the tithes and offerings from the people and pay 
none himself. He has no orphanages to support because 
his church owns none. He feels no responsibility toward 
foreign missions, because his church has no missionary 
organization. And usually the preacher holds the deed 
title to the church building, and if the people do 
not dance just right to his music he sells the church 
out from under them. This has happened a thousand 
times over.

truth, as set forth in Paul’s second epistle to 

his beloved son in the gospel, Timothy, shine 
forth as a brilliant gem in a diadem of spiritual 
revelation. The epistle contains valuable texts which 
have provided a basis for innumerable inspiring ser- 
mons. 

The operation of this supernatural gift, in the life 
of Timothy, was made possible by the divine fire 
and unction of the Holy Ghost. “Who maketh his 
angels spirits; his ministers a flaming fire” (Psalm 
104:4); “for our God is a consuming fire’ (Hebrews 
12:29). 


Neglect of this supernatural ministry would. result 
in a subsequent loss of power and effectiveness. The 
early Church blazed a flaming trail of evangelism, 
because of their Spirit-possessed and Spirit-directed 
ministries. This spirit and fire of evangelism has 
found its parallel in our own denomination, as well 
as in other Pentecostal movements of our day. Paul 
could foresee the evils that would soon paralyze the 
church, should her ministers fail to minister in the 
power of the Holy Ghost-anointed Word. He, therefore, 
urged Timothy to fan into flame the smoldering coals 
of compassion, grace and power, which had at one 
time burned so brightly upon the altar of his soul. 
In making his impassioned plea to the youthful evange- 
list, the aging apostle earnestly entreated him to 
exercise the spiritual gift within his life. 

Paul had, under the guidance of the Holy Ghost 
and by the will of God, committed unto Timothy a 
specific charge concerning the ministry. “This charge 
I commit unto thee, son Timothy, according to the

prophecies which went before on thee, that thou by 
them mightest war a good warfare” 1 Timothy 1:18. 
A similar reference, presumably to the same occasion, 
is recorded in 1 Timothy 4:14. “Neglect not the gift 
that is in thee, which was given thee by prophecy, 
with the laying on of the hands of the presbytery.” 
These passages are not shrouded in mystery and need 
not baffle the servants of God. They are simple 
statements of truth which are intended to convey 
meaning and inspiration to believers everywhere. 


In the construction of His spiritual temple, God 
is using the gifts of the Spirit as a scaffold. The 
building cannot be completed, or perfected, without 
the ministries and gifts of the Holy Ghost. “And 
God hath set some in the church, first apostles, second- 
arily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, 
then gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities 
of tongues,” 1 Corinthians 12:28. “Till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fulness of Christ,” Ephesians 
4:13. When the Body of Christ has reached that 
perfect state of unity in the Spirit and of faith, that 
degree of spiritual maturity in Christ where His love 
and knowledge has been perfected in us, the scaffold 
will then be removed and the temple will stand com- 
pleted in its beauty and perfection. Had the early 
Church neglected the miraculous phase of our Lord’s 
ministry, Judaism and ‘paganism would have over- 
whelmed them. 

The apostles believed in, taught, and practiced the 
supernatural ministry of Christ, and were enabled, 
by the Holy Ghost, to evangelize the then known 
world in one generation. Notice with me three scrip- 
tural facts which are accepted by all who believe 
in the apostolic ministry. 








THE MINISTRY OF LAYING ON OF HANDS 


UNDER CERTAIN conditions, God may 
choose to transfer a portion of His anointing from 
one person to another, and to impart a supernatural 
gift or blessing through the laying on of hands. This 
fact is not confined to the New Testament church 
alone, but was also revealed in the Old Testament. 
“And Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit 
of wisdom; for Moses had laid his hands upon him” 
Deuteronomy 34:9. The laying on of hands provided 
a means of contact, by which divine wisdom was 
transferred from Moses to Joshua. Students of the 
Word are familiar with the record concerning the 
anointed ministry of Elisha, who succeeded Elijah 
as a prophet in Israel. Elisha was granted a double 
portion of Elijah’s spirit when he answered the call 
of God, consecrated himself to the service of the 
Lord, requested a double portion of Elijah’s spirit, and 
met the conditions. The point of contact in this 
transfer of divine power was Elijah’s mantle. Elisha 
proceeded to exercise God’s anointing power upon his 
life by performing miracles to the honor and glory 
of God. He was highly respected by the righteous and 
greatly feared by the wicked. So much divine fire 
coursed through his life that, even after his death, 
it lingered in his bones. A dead man was restored to 
life when his corpse came into contact with Elisha’s 
bones (2 Kings 13:20, 21). 

The ministry of laying on of hands for the purpose 
of encouraging believers to receive the Holy Ghost, 
was commonly practiced in the early Church. Hands 
of God-called and Holy Ghost-possessed men were 
laid upon the sick, and on believers for the purpose 
of imparting blessings and gifts, as men believed God. 
It was considered one of the principal doctrines of 
the church, according to Hebrews 6:1, 2. “Therefore 
leaving the principles of the doctrine of Christ, let 
us go on unto perfection; not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from dead works, and of 
faith toward God, of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resurrection of the 
dead, and of eternal judgment.” 

It is quite apparent that Timothy had also practiced 
this ministry. Paul instructed him as follows: “Lay 
hands suddenly on no man, neither be partaker of 
other men’s sins: keep thyself pure,” 1 Timothy 
5:22. For such a ministry, there must of necessity 
be a time of preparation on the part of those who 
are desiring to be so used of God. These gifts are 
not imparted through the simple expediency of lay- 
ing on of hands. They are disbursed by the will 
of God and under the direction of the Holy Ghost. 
In Timothy’s day, even as today, there was the pos- 
sibility of laying on of empty hands on empty heads. 
A reproach is thus brought upon a ministry which 
God intended to be held sacred and divinely guided. 
To lay hands, presumptuously, upon unsanctified 
lives, is to become partakers of other men’s errors. 
They go forth presuming to exercise powers that they 
do not possess. They not only cast reflection upon the 
gifts of the Spirit and the Holy Ghost Himself, but 
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often become discouraged and fall by the wayside. 
Their shame is shared by the would-be apostles 
who have inconsistently laid hands upon them and 
prophesied. As Samuel of old anointed Saul and David 
kings of Israel, at the command of God, so must this 
ministry be exercised today. 


There are two dangers we must guard against while 
traveling on God’s highway of holiness. On one side 
is the ditch of fanaticism, and on the other side the 
ditch of formalism. Both extremes can be avoided by 
moving forward in the center of the road. Numerous 
passages in the New Testament indicate the frequency 
with which the apostles resorted to this ministry of 
laying on of hands. The Book of Acts records numerous 
instances. Men today, who have paid the price in 
humble and entire consecration to God and to the 
ministry of Jesus, are being used of God in the same 
manner as were the apostles. These men are recog- 
nized by the fruit of the Spirit in their lives, as well 
as the manifestation of the gifts of the Spirit through 
their lives. 


Religious theories are not responsible for this phe- 
nomenal move of the Holy Spirit. Men are convinced 
by what they see and feel. The theories of religious 
instruction are forgotten in the reality of religious 
experience. Multitudes have been warned against the 
“tongues people,” “faith healers,” and all other brands 
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of believers who are claiming supernatural experiences 
through Christ and the Holy Ghost. These vain warn- 
ings have often served as added inducement to seeking 
souls. Upon making further investigation, they have 
personally discovered reality in the deeper experiences 
of Christian faith. Zealous individuals may be guilty 
of making mistakes, but the mistakes of formalism, 
or lukewarmness, is to be feared, also. The hungry, 
persistent seeker after truth will find and receive that 
for which his soul is longing. God is seeking men 
and women who are humble enough, zealous enough, 
fully consecrated, and otherwise qualified to serve as 
channels through which His Spirit and power may 
freely flow. 


THE GIFT, OR GIFTS, MAY LIE DORMANT 


PAUL SAID, “Stir up the gift of God,” 
and this exhortation is directed to us who have re- 
ceived the gifts and power of God but have per- 
mitted the flame to burn low upon the altar. To 
maintain efficiency in the ministry of the Spirit, 
the gifts must be exercised regularly. Every Spirit- 
baptized or Spirit-possessed believer has one or more 
of the gifts resident in his life. The gifts of the 
Spirit are resident in the person of the Holy Ghost 
and are to be released under His direction, “dividing 
to every man severally as He will.” In the manifesta- 





But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 


part of the earth,” 


Acts 1:8. 


tion of the gifts, His will is hindered, or aided, by 
the will of the individual. He is powerless to operate 
the gifts through us, contrary to our will or per- 
mission. We are warned to “quench not the Spirit.” 


The word gift as used in our text and other relative 
passages is translated from the Greek word charisma 
meaning “a spiritual endowment; a religious qualifi- 
cation; or miraculous faculty,” according to Strongs 
Exhaustive Concordance. This word is used in refer- 
ence to the gift of salvation, the gifts of the Spirit, 
and certain other gifts which God has freely ex- 
tended to those who will receive them. The word is 
used in the following passages: “For I long to see 
you, that I may impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
to the end ye may be established,” Romans 1:11. Paul 
was writing to Christians. It is believed that he de- 
sired to instruct them concerning the gifts of the 
Spirit, and to encourage them to receive and exercise 
the gifts. He did not intend to infer that the saints 
at Rome would become fully established upon receiv- 
ing the gifts. He desired for them to understand that 
the gifts of the Spirit were necessary rungs in the 
ladder which leads to a Spirit-possessed, Christ-cen- 
tered life. “For the gifts and calling of God are without 
repentance,” Romans 11:29. “As every man hath re- 
ceived the gift, even so minister the same one to 
another, as good stewards of the manifold grace of 
God,” 1 Peter 4:10. Permit me to share with you 
the thought from this Scripture, as translated in the 
R. A. Knox translation, “Make one another free of 
what is yours ungrudgingly, sharing with all whatever 


gift each of you has received, as befits the steward 
of a God so rich in graces.” 


God has never intended for the power of the Holy 
Ghost in our lives to be limited to the exercise of 
speaking in other tongues. This is good and important, 
but it is only the beginning and should not become 
the supreme goal of our spiritual experience. The 
progress of the church is accelerated and the people 
of God are strengthened and edified when the gifts 
of the Spirit are in operation. This is an essential 
qualification with which God has armed His servants 
to face the opposing forces of the devil. An un- 
qualified church is as powerless to face satanic opposi- 


tion as a weaponless army is to face their enemy 
in warfare. 


A worldly church, in its conflicts against sin, could 
be compared to a battle between a skunk and a 
rattlesnake—one stinks and the other is poisonous. 
God forbid that Holy Ghost-filled people should so 
degenerate until they will follow in the same rut 
and wallow in the same mire as the world-loving, 


_ modern, formal church of today. Ministers of the gos- 


pel, believers everywhere, let us stir up the gift of 
God which is in us. 


THE GIFTS MUST BE EXERCISED 


SOME SAY, “How can we have the gifts 
in operation and how do we know what gift, or gifts, 
are resident in our lives?” The first step is to earnestly 
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desire some gift and to consecrate ourselves fully 
to God. All nine gifts should be in operation through 
the members of each local congregation. There are 
times when the gifts of healing, or working of 
miracles, will save a member from premature death. 
There are times when prophecy, or tongues and in- 
terpretations, may bring saving grace to a discouraged 
Christian and conviction to the unsaved. In days 
of severe trial and testing, a word of wisdom and a 
word of knowledge will protect a church from defeat 
and division. Should demon powers endeavor to lead 
the saints into heresy, confusion, or fanaticism, the 
gift of “discerning of spirits” will save the day. When 
faced with opposition and financial difficulties during 
a building program or some other progressive move, 
the gift of faith through one of the humble members 
will stimulate the faith of all and direct the way 
to victory. God used certain individuals in the opera- 
tion of certain gifts in the early Church, and He 
works in a similar manner today. 

This knowledge and the ability to exercise the gifts 
may come directly from God during a time of deep 
consecration. It may come to us during a spiritual 
service when we yield ourselves fully to the Holy 
Ghost. It may also come to us through the laying 
on of hands and divinely directed prophetical utter- 
ance. The important thing is to believe God, accept 
the gifts, and exercise them by the indwelling power 
of the Holy Ghost. The manifestation of the gifts 
is not intended for personal exaltation or exploita- 
tion. Men who dare to commercialize on the gifts of 
the Holy Spirit will bring to themselves ultimate sor- 
row. God will bless and prosper all who continue in 
humble, dedicated service to do His will. 


We need not fear men or devils, if we will believ~ 
God for the fullness of His Spirit. “For God hath 
not given us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind.” A healthy church, as 
a healthy body, involves the normal functioning, and 
progressive co-ordination, of every member. This neces- 
sitates a conscientious adherence to all conditions 
and principles which God has instituted in the church, 
to govern and regulate our spiritual health, happiness 
and success. We, as members of His Body, the Church, 
are expected to cooperate fully with our Head. 

God is love, and love is the most powerful in- 
fluence in the universe. God’s love ruled in the creation 
of the universe, the plan of redemption, and all of 
His associations with the human race. Without the 
love of God, and character of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the gifts are rendered ineffective and useless. In sub- 
stance, Paul reminded the saints at Corinth of this 
truth when he said, “Without love I speak nothing, 
know nothing, do nothing, give nothing, am nothing.” 
However, when we are baptized in His love and power, 
and have the gifts in operation, we speak words of 
wisdom and knowledge, “we have the mind of Christ,” 
we “can do all things through Christ which strength- 
eneth” us. 

And that is my reason for reminding you to stir 
into flame that gift of God.

PAUL, IN THIS VERSE says, “But if 
there be no interpreter, let him keep silence in the 
church; and let him speak to himself, and to God.” 
This proves beyond question that one can speak in 
tongues as silently as one can think or pray in one’s 
native tongue. In this very connection, Paul continued, 
“And the spirits of the prophets are subject to the 
prophets” (1 Corinthians 14:32). The sense of this 
is clear. Even though it is the Spirit who speaks, 
the one through whom He speaks must be willing 
and yielded, and can therefore speak aloud or silently. 
If there is no interpretation, it is obvious that the 
speaking is not intended for the church, but rather 
to edify or bless the individual. This being the case, 
he should not interrupt the worship of others who 
are worshipping in song or prayer or exhortation, 
but should speak silently as the Spirit inspires. This 
is divine order.

T HE DIFFERENCE is chronological rather 
than theological. In the King James Version of the 
Bible, the Greek words hagion pneuma are translated 
“Holy Ghost” approximately 100 times, and “Holy 
Spirit” only six. Both are entirely correct. Pentecostal 
people more frequently, but by no means exclusively, 
use “Holy Ghost,” for the obvious reason that the 
K.J.V. is most widely used among us. When this 
translation was made in 1611, the word “ghost” had 
a meaning of life and spirit, but by a curious twist 
of semantics, the word now means in common usage: 
“an apparition of something dead.” “Holy Spirit” is 
used more and more frequently now, for “spirit” 
implies life and breath. Use either term you wish; 
both are correct and both are sacred.

Was Jesus Good? 


@ Please explain Matthew 19:17, “There is none good 
but one, that is, God.”

JEsus MADE this statement to the rich 
young ruler who had just asked, “Good Master, what 
good thing shall I do, that I may have eternal life?” 
Some suppose that Jesus was here denying that He 
was good. On the contrary, He was affirming that He 
was God. The ruler did not recognize Jesus as Lord, 
or Saviour, or Messiah; he recognized Him only as 
a master, which means “teacher.” If Jesus were no 
more than a teacher (from the Greek didaskalos 
through the Latin magister) such as Hillel, Gamaliel, 
Socrates or Plato, then He could not be “good.” What 
He wanted the rich youth to see was that if He was 
good, then He was more than a teacher; He was 
God. It was the same as saying, “Since you see that 
I am good, why do you not recognize me as God, 
for only God is good?” If the youth had recognized 
Jesus as the Giver of life, then he would have asked 
for life itself instead of merely instructions on how 
to secure life for himself. Christ was indeed a teacher, 
but infinitely more also. His own disciples called 
Him Master, but they also knew Him as Lord and as 
God.
